Chicago Reliet. 

The report of the Chicago Relief and 
Aid Society, to which was intrusted the 
work of caring for the sutlerers by the 
great fire and the distribution of all moneys 
and supplies given for that object, has 
been published, and is now before us. 
That portion of it referring to the manner 
in which the work has been done seems 
entirely satisfactory, and reflects great 
credit.upon the citizens who have 
given up their time and energies with- 
out peeuniary compensation. From the 
report it appears that nearly seventy-five 


thousand persons were made homeless and 


‘destitute. Allof the immediate necessities 
of these unfortunate people and the future 
wants, as far as practicable, have been pro- 
vided for, so that the outldok is now much 
less gloomy than it appeared a few months 
since. The provision that has been made 
for the support of these thousands of des- 
titute will be interesting in its details. 
After the first pressing exigencies for 
food and clothing, the necessity of shelter 
had next ta be looked to. The system of 
barracks, from the great risk, sanitary and 
moraf, attending it, would be manifestly a 
bad one, and it was therefore resolved to 


_ aid such applicants as desired it by con- 


structing small dwellings which would 
each accommodate a single family. With 
this object there had been erected, up to 
the 18th of November, 5,497 of these small 
houses, each 20 by 16 feet, and providing 
for about thirty. thousand persons. The 
houses are made very comfortable by 
thick felt lining for the inner walls, added 


utensils, a table, bed- 
bedding, and sufficient gcrockery 
for the use of a family—the total cost 
of dwelling and furniture $125. In many 
cases this. amount will be refunded 
and a careful registration is kept of | these 
as of al] others to whom the society has af- 
forded relief. Of course there are 
stances of imposition, but from the checks 
established by the society these have now 


hecome comparatively few and dangerous | 


for those attempting the fraud. Barracks 
have been erected for the minimum num- 
ber of those to be provided for, 
these there are four, ia which are lodged 
one thousand families. The 


tepements before the fire, and their condi- 
tion is now, if anything, better than be- 
fore. Strict sanitary and police regula- 
tions have been’ established for their well 
being, and, among five thousand persons 
thus congregated, but one death has, as 
yet, occurréd. The city has been divided 
into districts, for the better distribution of 
supplies, and the work, in this direction, 
has been thorough and complete. About 
fourteen thousand families regeive weekly 
relief, which per centage will be increased 
with the coming of the \ colder months. 
The ratio is established fortwo aduits and 


and fuel per week is $3 10 for each family. 
Clothing has been liberally supplied, ai- 
demand has been and con 
tinues to be incessant and immense. The 


main part of the supply furnished from all | 


parts of the countsy was of summer cloth 
ing, as the first which came to hand, and 
it has been found necessary to make large 


| purchases of thicker material, as the colder 


weather has entailed additional suffering. 


, The distribution of supplies of every sert 


has not been confined to applicants alone, 
but those who, from delicacy or sickness, 
or other causes, have refrained from ask 
ing for aid, have been sought out with the 


assistance of pastors aud —_ their 
wants supplied. Aid has also 
been. given to charitab _ institu- 
tions. An employment bureau has been 


organized, which has done much toward 
providing work for capable men and wo- 
men who were thrown out of employment 
by the disastrous effects of the conflagra 
tion. Tlie sick have also been provided
